The part-time faculty does not have 
to quit. The amendment to the gen- 
eral legislative, executive, and judi- 
cial appropriation bill offered by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain, and aimed at the 
General Education Board, and the 
Rockefeller and Carnegie foundations, 
which would haye also affected about 
one-third of the teaching staff of the 
George Washington University, has 
been changed tn conference to read 
as follows: 

The New Amendment 

"That on and after July 1, 1919, no 
Government official or employee shall 
receive any salary in collection with 
his services as such an official or 
employee from any source other than 
the Government of the United States, 
except as may be contributed out of 
the treasury of- any State, country 
•fllr -municipality, and no person, as- 
sociation or corporation shall make 
any contribution to, or In any way 
supplement the salary of, any Gov- 
ernment official or employee for the 
services performed by him for the 
United Slates. Any person violating 
any of the terms of this proviso shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
$1,000 or Imprisonment for not less 
than six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment as the court may 
determine." 

The amendment now prohibits offi- 
cials and employes of the Govern- 
ment from receiving salaries or sup- 
plementary pay from private corpora- 
tions or Individuals for services per- 
formed by officials and employes for

COLLEGE EXPLAINED 

Stephens Hughes junior in Phar- 
macy College, explains to the Hatchet 
the reasons why Pharmacy Students 
seem inactive: 

"In the past the College has taken 
no prominent part iff school activi- 
ties,” he said. “This is not a lack 
of Interest, but due to a condition that 
exlBts in no other department of the 
University. The entire class, with 
the exception of one or two govern- 
ment clerks, have drug store positions, 
and they must necessarily (as long 
as the public Is so hard-hearted as 
to demand It) work three evenings 
or more a week.

PROMINENT ALUMNUS DIES 

John Weslev Blxler. Law 1S72, was 
buried at Arlington Monday, under the 
auspices of the Loyal Legion and the 
Knights of Pythias. 

He was admitted to the bar of the 
Supreme Court of the District in Sep- 
tember, 1872, and In 1876 he was 
elected circuit prosecuting attorney 
of the Thirty-fifth Indiana Judicial cir- 

Judge Bixler moved to North Platte, 
Nebraska, in 1880 and two years later 
was elected county judge. In 1883, 
being elected district attorney of the 
Tenth Judicial District of Nebraska^ 
He became a member of the board 
of pension appeals, Department of In- 
terior, in 1890. He was later ap- 
pointed an assistant attorney In the 
office of the attorney general for the 
Interior Department, a position he held 
at the time of his death.
